Applicants are 
uncertain as to whether claims that introduce extra genes 
into the method claim, such as claim 3, without 



introducing new SEQ ID NOs . would exceed the Examiner's 
'^ten sequence requirement." If this is the case. 
Applicants still elect claims drawn to SEQ ID NOs: 1-9 and 
inverse complements .
